Tux dairymen of New York say that the 
recent decision of the New York Court of Ap- 
peals, declaring the prohibition of oleomar- 
gerine manufacture beyond the power of the 
State Legislature, was the result of a bogus 
suit, gotten up by the bogus butter men and 
pressed through the courts in an ex-parte way, 
so as to secure a decision against the validity 
of the law upon a distorted presentment of the 
facts.

in an appeal to the United States Supreme 
Court we cannot very clearly see. The 
fact that other State Legislatures have 
exercised such power, with the approval of 


| their State Supreme Courts, and that such 


laws have consequently been applied as valid 


hy the United States Circuit Court in Missouri, 
for instance, can have little bearing on the 


New York case, The limitations laid upona 
State Legislature's power by the State’s Con- 


stitution, as defined by the settled interpreta- 


tions of the State’s court of last resort, are 
always adopted by the United States Court. 
It is only when there are conflicting interpreta- 
tions or decisions of the State’s highest judicial 
authority that the United States Supreme 
Court undertakes to decide for itself the 
question whether a State law is in conflict with 


the State Constitution or not. If the New 


York Court of Appeals adheres to its decision 


that the New York Legislature has not the 


power which is conceded to the Missouri Legis- 
lature by our State Supreme Court, the United 
States Courts will simply accept the New York 
decision as they have accepted the Missouri 
decision, as the final settlement of the question 
for the jurisdiction concerned. 


The Old Slave States in the Union Army. 
From the New York Evening Post. 

Turning to the ola slaves States, the first dis- 
covery which we makeis the amazing one that 
Delaware furnished a larger number of troops to 
the Union army in proportion to her available 
military population than any otber State, in any 
part of the country. This is so contrary to accepted 
ideas that the average Northern Republican would 
pronounce the statement absurd on its face. But 
the figures leave no room for doubt. Delaware 
had in 1860 only 18,273 white males between the 
ages of eighteen and forty-five; she sent 18,670 men 
into the Union army, which equalled 748 per cent. 
New Hampshire, as we have said, contributed only 
about 54 per cent; Vermont and Massachusetts, 58; 
Ma ne, 50; Rhode Island, 66; Dlinois and Ohio, 69; 
Kansas, 72; and Indiana, 74. 

The other border States did nearly as well. 
Maryland had 102,715 white males of army age, 
and 60,816 of them did service for the Union, being 
almost exactly 49 percent. Kentucky had 180,589 
men to call upon, and 79,035, or nearly 44 per cent 
responded. Missouri had 282,781 white males, and 
109.111 of them went into the Union army. being 
almost 47 per cent. How nearly Delaware, Mary- 
land, Kentucky and Missouri came to making their 
contributions to the Union army as large propor- 
tionately as the North may be seen from the fact 
that the same percentage of troops to white males 
which New Hampshire furnished would have re- 
quired of them about 290,000 men, while they 
actually furnished 252,128. West Virginia did not 
fall behind. She had 66,500 white males, of whom 
82,068 became Union soldiers, or more than 48 per 
cent. Even Tennessee, one of the States which 
actually seceded, furnished no less than 41,092 men 
tothe Union army. Altogether these half dosen 
States contributed 315.232 men in defence of the 
Union, while 23,045 came from other Southern 
States, making a grand total of 888,887 from that 
part of the country in which siavery had existed 
It thus appears that almost one-eighth of the 
Union army came from the South, and it is hardly 
too much to say that the National cause could not 
have triumphed without this help. The struegie

could bardly have been heped for,

Non-Partisan Character of the Union 


Army. 

From the New York Evening Post. 

The non-partisan character of the Union army, 
and the importance of the Democratic cohtribu- 
tion to its ranks, are strikingly illustrated by a po- 
litical analysis of the Southern contitgent. Al- 
though delegates from the border States sat in the 
convention whick nominated Lincoln in 1860, the 
Republican party scarcely had an existence outside 
of the free States iu that year, and in the whole 
South only 26,480 votes were cast for the Republican 
candidate. Delaware gave Lincoln less than one- 
quarter of her votes, and Vermont more than three- 
quarters, yet Vermont sent only 58 per cent of her 
available men into the Union Army, and Delaware 
nearly 75 per cent. Missouri gave Lincoln only 10 
per cent of her votes, and Massachusetts 63 per 
cent; yet Missouri sent 47 per cent of her voters into 
the Union Army, and Massachusetts less than 12 
percent more. Maryland gave Lincoln less than 3 
per cent of her votes, and Iowa 54 per ceng, yet 
Maryland sent 49 per cent of her men into the 
Union Army and lowa but 55 per cent. Kentucky 
gave Lincoln only 1,864 votes, and Wisconsin 86,110, 
yet Kentucky's contribution to the Union Army 
was 44 percent, as against 60 from Wisconsin. It 
illustrates the same truth that the ciose State of In- 
diana, as often carried by the Democrats as by the 
Republicans, led the North in proportion of soldiers 
to available force, while that other close State, 
Connecticut, surpassed the “Republican strong- 
holds“ of Vermont and Iowa. ä 


Senators and Applicants.

The President is said to have developed in a high 
degree the faculty of judging applicants for office 
by their papers that is, theirown letters and the 
petitions sent to Washington in their favor.

CONDUCTOR SECORD'S PRIZE. 


The Primitive Piece of Artillery Used by 
Presten, the Panama Insurgent. 
By Telegraph to the Pest-Dispatch. 

Nzw Yorx, June 25. — Among the passengers on 
the Pacific Mail steamer City of Para, which ar- 
rived yesterday, was Mr. J. E. Secord, who has 
been a conductor on the Panama Haliroad for some 
months. He said to your correspondent at the 
Barge office: “I have a curiosity in my trunk ip the 
shape of the only piece of artillery owned by the 
revolutionary army of Preston, which operated at 
Aspinwall.“ Opening the trunk Mr. Secord exposed 
to view an iron cannon, very rusty, which measured 
2\4 feet in length and had 1½ inch bore. In the 
same compartment was a diminutive gun carriage, 
built on the styie of the carriage used in our navy, 
ou which are mounted three-pounders. A tin cart- 
ridge, about six inches long, lay alongside this 
unique battery, which Mr, Secord said was loaded 
wita powder and buckshot. 

*This does not loo« as though it would scare off 
the Uasitea States navy, does it!“ quered Mr. Se- 
cord. “But tas gun and cartridge you see there 
was the very weapon used by Preston to intimidate 
the boats crew tuat were pulung ashore from 
tue Galena when the rebeis took possession 
of the town.

The Little Englishman Under Another 
Alias—An Entertaining and Commu- 
nicative Acquaintance—His Alleged 
Travels aud Exploits in Other Lands 
His Card and Address—A Pressing 
Invitation to Visit Him at Constanti- 
nople. 


Dr. Walter H. Lennox Maxwell, Prelier's murde 
er, on his trip West blazed a trail as wide as he 
could make ft and staked bis pathway in so that it 
could not be mistaken. His fondness for romancing, 
his peculiar ways and his talkativeness made him a 
marked man. A Post-Disparcu reporter found a 
traveling companion of the Englishman who had 
unusually fine opportunities to become well ac- 
quainted with him, at the Planter's to-day, in the 
person of Mr. William F. Harrison, of Chicago. 
Mr. Harrison and his daughter, with Maxwell, 
were the sole occupants of a sleeper on the latter's 
trip to San Francisco for nearly the whole of one 
day, and Maxwell was extremely communicative 
with his companions. Mr. Harrison is entirely 
blind and could not identify Maxwell if it had not 
been for his anxiety to establish his identity. He 
insisted on Mr. Harrison running his hand over his 
head and face, more especially tor the purpose of 
showing him how ciose.y his — was cropped, and 
Mr. Harrison, to oblige him, did so. With 
the delicacy of touch which  character- 
nee a blind man it is possiule 
that Mr. Harrison could :dentify hig “companion if 
he were to examide his head again. 

Mr. Harrison and his daughter took the train at 
Springfield, Mo., to f° to Wichita. Until Pierce 
City was reached he had little do with Maxweil, be 
cause he seemed to be occupiedwith an uaintapce 
from St. Louis. This gentleman left the car at 
Pierce City and from there to Wichita Mr. Harrison

He was so preoccupied by 
this diversion that he remained unaware of our 
presence. Like Edison, Mr. Johnson rose in 
life by the sheer force of ability. 

There is something unusual even about the 
entrance to Mr. Johnson’s nouse.

uishing the lights, arranges a switch near the 
Sear: When e door is opened the gas jet in 
the hall lamp is lighted through means of the 
switch by an automatic lighting arrangement, 
and Mr. Johnson is not ‘obliged to grope his 
way — 12 the dark. A push button near 
the door of his bedroom enables him on enter- 
ing the latter to extinguish the hall lamp, two 
stories below. For ordinary purpuses this 
lamp is olso controlled by a push button in the 
front hall and another at the head of the first 
flight of stairs, 

As I was shown into the parlor the room was 
dark. I had barely crossed the threshhold 
when it was brilliantly illuminated. By press- 
ing ona button Mr. Johnson had thrown on 
the electric lamps of the central chandelier. 
The design of this chandelier was beautifully 
adapted to these lamps. Each branch repre- 
sented a flower stem, the pendant globes of 
ruby-colored cut-glass, delicately tinted by 
having the color applied only to the edges of 
the cut corusgations, represented the petals of 
the flowers, and the electric lights the pistils. 
Above the electric appliances were subsidiary 

as jets with white cut-glass globes, the gas 

ing lightedand extinguished automatically 
by electricity. The same kind of chandelier is 
in the ö While we were in the lat- 
ter Mr. Johnson suddenly extinguished the

A HUMBLE HERO DEAD. 


Strange Career of a Wage-Worker 


Who Was an Author. 
From the Springfield Republican. 

The history of a people is after all best read 
in biography of its leaders, and yet there area 
class of men,—veritable victims of principle— 
who rarely get into print in a way to command 
a place in 4 ahaa ‘hey are not picturesque 
heroes with careers culminating in a crisis, a 
struggle and a victory, but they are the men 
doomed to a dead level of endurance, and final- 
ly a colorless taking-off, Just such a man died 
in rags in an old shed in Toronto last week. 
His name was Alexander Somerville, whose 
„Autobiography of a Working Man,” by One 
who Whistles at the Plough,” made a good deal 
of talk in 1848, when it was published in Lon- 
don. While Samerville was called the Whistler 
at the Plough.” his worth was his ability to en- 
dure the depotism of *‘outrageous fortune.” He 
was an East Lothian Scotchman, having been 
born iu the parish of Oidhamstocks in 1811. He 
herded cows and held the plow and learned the 
hardships of the laborer when only tatoes 
and salt herrings completed the bal of fare. A 
varied and thoughtful experience in humble 
life in Scotland and England set him at work 
studying the condition of the English work- 
man, and read much and attended every poli- 
tical gathering within his reach. Hig first 
printed letter was on the subject of the poor in 
the town of Dunbar. 

In 1882 times were so hard that he enlisted in 
the Scots Greys, and as a soldier he was at 
Birmingham when the great mass-meeting re- 
solved to pay no taxes until the reform bill 
was passed. The Greys were ordered to be pre- 

ed to prevent the people from 1 on 

ndon. The sentiment of og 4 of the soldiers 
was quite in sympathy with the people who 
were demanding the passage of the reform bill. 
Somerville wrote a letter to some distinguished 
person informing him that the Greys were not 
disposed to attack the people of Birmingham 
for attempting to carry a petition to London. 
Other soldiers sent similar letters, but Somer- 
ville felt the brant of the disgrace that 
followed, and his letter was published. The 
times were not ripe for punishing: soldiers for 
what was really a politicial opinſon, but Somer- 
ville’s officers soon fo occasion to settle his 
case,, and in May he was condemned to 100 
lashes upon the bare back with a cat-o-nine 
tails. fter the flogging he was sent to the 
hospital, and upon his recovery he published a 
minute and thrilling narrative of the punish- 
ment, and it was this letter that opened the 
way to the abolition of flogging in the British 
ariny. Somerville’s case was discussed in Parlia- 
ment and a court of inquiry was ordered, and 
he was not only exonerated, but the officers 
ordering the flogging were reprimanded. 

Somerville could at this point have drifted 
into a reform advocate, but beyond a few 
stray addresses he declined to take to the plat- 
form. After leaving the army he again began 
to drift from one humble occupation to an- 
other, and, having learned from the leaders of 
the trade-union that an attempt would be made 
to capture the government buildings in London 
during the ministry of Lord Melbourne, he not 
only notified the authorities but warned by 
letter innocent members of the union to kee 
out of the streets on the appointed day. Wit

THE IDEAL CHICAGO PEELER. 


An Inoffensive Citizen Beaten Nearly to 
Death While Under Arrest.
